Implemented proposals ‘wood’ change 
look of Ocean City boardwalk

Renovations for Ocean City’s 
iconic wooden boardwalk may 
soon drastically change it from 
the inside out. 

“The boardwalk is in disre 
pair. I walk it every day, the 
whole five miles,” said Ocean 
City council member Brent 
Ashley. “The undercarriages 
and the deck and boards have 
seen their day and the things 
you don’t see beneath the sur 
face are rotted.” 

According to Ashley, the last 
time the boardwalk was reno 
vated in any entirety was 1985. 

OceanCityMD.gov shows 
three options being considered 
by Ocean City Mayor Rick 
Meehan and the City Council. 

The first is replacing the ex 


isting boards to preserve the 


Option two is replacing the 


Boardwalk from 4th to 27th 


streets with wooden boards 
and adding a concrete train 
lane down the middle. 

The third option is similar to 
option two, except it would 
feature colored and stamped 
concrete to emulate the ap 
pearance of wood. 

“Traditional people like my 
self like the traditional wooden 
boardwalk,” Ashley said. 
*Practicality-wise, cement 
(would facilitate) the train run 
ning down the middle. Any 
option we have will be a major 
renovation underneath the 
structural pieces.” 

The Ocean City Boardwalk 
Renovation Project hosts an 
informal online poll open until 
Feb. 28. The website features 
three projections of what each 


proposed option would look 
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Ocean City residents and visitors can voice their 
opinion on renovations to the popular boardwalk 
through a poll being conducted at OceanCityMD.gov.

taxes and the current debt 
and deficit America is fac- 
ing. 

Harris said he believes 
that reducing the reach of 
the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency will solve 
regulatory environmental 
problems, as one day the 
EPA might “literally regu- 
late your breath, lowering 
carbon dioxide,” he said. 

Taxes were another main 
point of his speech. 

“Estate taxes should be 
eliminated so entrepre- 
neurs will be able to pass 
everything on to their kid 
(which will in turn make 
them) earn a little more 
and make Americans work 
harder,” Harris said. 

However, his biggest 
issue was the United 
States’ large debt. Harris 


said he believes Democ- 
rats are dealing with this 
issue very badly, but he is 
also thinking about what 
the children and grand- 
children of the future will 
have to deal with. Harris 
posed a rhetorical ques- 
tion to get Republicans 
thinking: “Is it worth bor- 
rowing money from China 
and handing the bill to 
our children?” 

To finish the evening, 
Dave Parker, the chairman 
of the Wicomico County 
Republican Central Com- 
mittee, announced Ed 
Nelson as the Wicomico 
Republican of the Year 
and also offered up some 
hope to all of the attend- 
ing Republicans. 

“The Republican party 
is on the move,” Parker 
said. “We elected the right 
congressman. Now it’s 
time to do the job.”

Do you want 
to tarnish that reputation by 
stamping some concrete down 
the middle?” 

Other students are open to 
change, considering the wear 
and tear caused by the trains on 
the Boardwalk. 

“The real wear is done by the 
trains, which patade up and 


down the boardwalk tons of 
times a day along the center,” 
“Maybe 
if they could run the trains less, 


junior Tyler Butler said.

The Mayor and City Council 
seek input at a public hearing 
held on March 7, No matter 
which option is chosen, the re- 
pairs and renovations will in 
volve major restructuring.

This 
is the equal marriage bill, 
formally known as the Reli 
gious Freedom and Civil 
Marriage Protection Act or, 
simply, SB 116. 

The recent gains for 
Democratic seats in the 
Senate give hope for the bill 
to be passed. Once the bill 
clears the Senate, it will go 
on to the House of Dele- 
gates, which is generally 


known for being more lib- 
eral. Then it will reach Gov 
ernor O’Malley’s desk. 

Of the 47 
who will be able to vote on 
the bill, 
publicly supported it, and 


State senators 
20 have already 


only four more legislators 
voting for it would push to 
a majority vote, making it an 
issue that is very much 
under public scrutiny. 

Gay marriage is consider 
ably the highest-profile so- 
cial issue that the Maryland 
General Assembly is facing 
this year. So, the issue has 
been put off largely because 
of conservative Catholic 
and African-American 


church constituents. Mary 
land legislators have not re 
ally tried to push the issue 
since they prefer not to 
upset their voter base. 

SB 116 would alter “a 
provision of law to establish 
that only a marriage be 
tween two individuals who 
are not otherwise prohibited 
from marrying is valid in 
the State .. .” This would be 
simpler than creating an- 
other institution like civil 
unions because it just 
changes the wording of a 
bill that already exists in- 
stead of setting up new pa- 
rameters. 

Though some states, such 


as Hawaii and Illinois, have 
opted for the politically 
safer civil union bill, Mary- 
land has an all-or-nothing 
approach to legalizing gay 
marriage. If the bill passes, 
Maryland would be the 
sixth USS. state to legalize 
gay marriage. Washington 
D.C. has led the way and is 
the only jurisdiction that has 
not accepted civil unions 
before moving straight to 
marriage. 

By denying gay Americans 
the right to be married in 
Maryland, we are continuing 
to deny equality in one of 
the most basic forms.

Egypt: Now that Mubarak has been ousted, where to go from here?

a few days ago, 

Hosni Mubarak claimed he would 
not step down as president of 
Egypt. Recently, Omar Suleiman 
announced the same. The success 
of a revolution is seldom had. A 
peaceful revolution is even more 
seldom. 

Against all odds, over a million 
people flooded Tahrir Square to de 
mand the resignation of the ex 


president. With Mubarak out of the 
picture, the control of Egypt has 
been temporarily passed to the mili- 
tary. “Ma-ajmala al-Hurriya,” an 
Arabic phrase that roughly trans- 
lates to “How beautiful is liberty!,” 
now has a place in the heart of the 
average Egyptian, who accom- 
plished the impossible. 

While one victory has been won 
for the Egyptian people, it is impor- 
tant to note that an even greater 
struggle lies ahead, Omar Suleiman 
~ the ex-vice president appointed 
by Mubarak — was once head of the 
Egyptian Mukhabarat (a.k.a. Egypt- 
ian General Intelligence Direc- 
torate). This is the very same 
organization which was responsible 
for carrying out the torture that ini- 


tially rallied protesters. Suleiman is 
said to have directly overseen many 
of these tortures, including that of 
ex-detainee Mamdouh Habib, 
whose alleged crimes were disprov- 
able in court. 

Another relevant fact is that the 
Egyptian military had a key role in 
the Egyptian Revolution of 1952. 
While the revolution of 1952 was 
led by a military coup, Nasser did 


reach out to Ali Maher to form a 
civilian government. However, once 
the Egyptian military had control, 
the civilian government held very 
little power in comparison. The two 
presidents of Egypt after Nasser — 
Sadat and Mubarak — were both 
military men themselves.

Gulls start off lacrosse 


season strong 
SU beats Greensboro by 23 points 


SALISBURY — The third-ranked Salis- 
bury University men's lacrosse team 
opened up its 2011 season in a big way 
on Sunday afternoon, earning a resound 
ing 25-2 victory against Greensboro Col 
lege in front of a crowd of 740 at Sea 
Gull Stadium. 

The Sea Gulls (1-0) scored a total of 11 
goals in the first quarter alone — three of 
them coming off the stick of junior mid 
fielder Sam Bradman — while limiting the 
Pride (0-1) to a single goal for the entire 
half. After two quarters of play, Salisbury 
led Greensboro by a score of 15-1, with 
nine different Sea Gulls finding the back 
of the cage. 

First-half statistics were representative 
of the score; Salisbury went a perfect 10 
for-10 in clears and won 12 of 18 face 
offs against the Pride. 

The second half was more of the same 
for the Gulls, who outscored the Pride 
10-1 in the final 30 minutes of the con 
test. A total of 14 Sea Gulls scored goals 
in the victory, including freshman mid 


career score in the fourth quarter. Junior 
attackman Tony Mendes scored a pair of 
goals in his debut as a Sea Gull; classmate 
Erik Krum scored four, a team-high. 
Bradman also finished with four goals to 
go with his team-high three assists. 

All four of Salisbury's goalkeepers saw 
time in the cage but it was senior Johnny 
Rodriguez who earned the win, playing 
the entire first half and making three 
Saves. 

The 23-goal margin of victory marks 
the second-largest for Salisbury since 
March 4, 2009, when the Sea Gulls beat

Hood College by a score of 28-1. 

The maroon and gold's next contest, a 
road game against Lynchburg College, 
will be played on Saturday, Feb. 19 at 1 
p-m.
